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THE FASCINATION OF POLI- 
TICS. 
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I Politics comprise the greatosl of 
all games in a deiuocr.Tcy. In no 
^ tiiher (leparliueiil of peaceful human 
aillviiy is there so iiiucli senile fiu 
tlic display id leadership ami (,'eneral 
iliiji. Often in pidllics. iiiillioiis art 
I under tile <'oliniil of one iiiali. I'lili 
I tics represent a game In v.liii li iliert 
is a purl, and an inlcresUng pan. for 
ever} liody. Those who decry politico 
I In a wholesale, sweeping way lose 
sight uf the fact that, in a democracy, 
politics constitute u prime essential. 
Without politics there can be no pur 
ty government; without party gov 
eminent there can be no effective 
expression of popular sentiment. The 
wise thing is not to iiridi'i-rale or in 
any wuy belittle polliii's. hul. on tlie 
contrary, to strive for the improve 
mem of polit iial iiictliods, and fui 
tlie ii(l\aiicenieiii id' politiial ideals, 
I'oliticat activity Is wholesome. In 
the l iiili d States It is no less every 
body's privilege t,han It is every gooi. 
ctizen's duty to take an Interest anii 
play a part in the game of politics. 

A prominent 'Western business man 
was once upbraided* by Bome of his 
associates for giving so much of IiIf 
attention and tiiuc to political af- 
fairs. It was held, by some of lils 
ri' iicls, iliat poliliis hecanui llie husi 
ticss Id' politicians. ".\<il so." said 
llie Inisiiiess man referred to. "Poll 
tics slionlil be llic business of the 
American i ilizen. If tle're Is any- 
thiiiK wrciig ill pontiles, you, who 
think yourself above politics, and not 
the politicians, are responsible for it. 
Politics should command tho cIosphi 
and most earnest attention of ui: 
worthy clti2..n8, because politics arc 
the source of power in a republic, 
and if the source he corrupt the Gov 
ernnient Is sure to be so.' ' 

ThiTe was another business man 
of e(|ual proinltieiice and clear-sight 
ediiess who, in like circuinst.ince.s. 
salil: "Ves, 1 like politics, and I'll 
telf you why; because it Is soiiietliiiit: 
ill which Uf) piT cent, (d the liihahl- 
lauls of tho I'niteil States are in- 
terested. Some people take lo one 
thing, some to another, but all take 
to politics. Walk about the street 
and talk to Tom, Oick and Marry. 
Tom will talk shop, Dick will talk 
golf, Harry will talk baseball; you 
can turn any one of them, In a twink- 
ling, to talking politics." 

There Is, perhaps, no more ex- 
perienced poliilcal observer and eani 
paigner In the I'liited Stiites ihan 
fhauiiiey .M. Depew, who is promin. 
eiilly identified witli the .\ew York 
I'enlral llailroad. He has been in 
the thick of politics for half a cen- 
Iiiry. lie Is as deeply Interested (o- 
(fay as ever In the greatest of games. 
Speaking in New York, one evening 
recently, he touched, eloquently as 
usual, upon what he called the fascin- 
ation of polities In the best sense. 
"There is a general abuse of party 
organizatiiMi and party leaders and 
bosses," lie said, "hut llw prizes 
are SI) Kreat in RovernnienI, nation- 
al, ."^lale. niiiiiii ipal and town, that 
poliliis will always attract a section 
of the puhlii'. This section of the 
public liecones expert and prtifes- 
sinnal. They may occasionally drop 
into obscurity, but never into ob- 
livion. We rarely consider that prac- 
tic ally all we care for and all our op- 
portunities for enjoyment or for buc- 
I ess ill life are dependent upon the 
Covi rniiioni which we make and con- 
trol." And he added; 

The study of ilic nrinni of p,Tr- 
Hps ill our own cDiiiilry and tii" 
lines upon wliicli they have pen- 
erally ilivided goes down to tlie 
very roots of our exisleiice. It 
illustrates again the continuous 
power of masterful creative gen- 
ius and the grip of the hand of 
statesmanship that cannot be 
loosened. 

Dr. Depew was always a popular 
p'ditician, because in the heat of a 
canipiiign be rould believe, and bo 
I oiild. and often did, express the be- 
!ie| that, aPlioil>;li Iho other side was 
lilicrly .iiiil liDpelossly wrong, yet 
I ill-re was a piiKsihilily lliat it inight 
1)1- sine. ri'. A|.i) he cfiuld mnko as 
Kood a speech on f lection night In 
I'cepllng defeat as he could in an- 
nouncing victory. Like many olhern 
prominent in political activities In 
the United States, he dd not, while 
"in the harness," hold to the convic- 
tion that all good men were Republi- 
cans, and all bad men liemnerats. In 
-hort he was, and for that matter Is 
yet. of the type that gets the musl out 
if polllirs. When an elntidn i.- 
in-ndln;; it is a wholesonio iiidicnllon 
nMil'iiial alerine.^s and virillly for 
I he. people lo be aligned in opposition 
lor the wont tliloc tbat. coald come 



The respective merits ot ihe net 
and discount systems of liookselling 
siill liave their untiring champions, 
wliose halilo raRe.s with varying fer 
v.'r. .\Icanw liili' tin- representatives 
ol all ,1111 ieiit ealliii;; are fimliiit; it 
incn-asiUKly difliciili li> carry on 
business «iiliDiii siiiiiiiioiiiuf:, tn iln ir 
aid advtnlitious wares in order to 
enable them to eke out a prei'urious 
existence. Few bookshops, however 
intelligently organized and adminis- 
tered, are able under modem condi- 
tions to subsist upon the sale of 
books alone, and a man who endea- 
vored to set up business without com 
bluing with his book trade the sale 
of stationery, and all the modem el 
ceieras included in the tenii. and id' 
the many trifles dear to tlic Ceniiu- 
lUe and soiiiit iiiu-; to Ihe male heart 
would have little chance of success. 

Some thirty years ago conditions 

were different from those which olj- 
j tain in the book world to-day. Ot 
I ihe niuiiy changes whidi liavi; tak<'n 
jdaie ill (lie course of tlie evolution 
of the trade fciv can liave a greater 
stilmllu^. I ir a lime at least, to the 
.Lie of hoolis liian llie introduction of 
.lie di:icouiil sysieiii. Tlie pioneer, or 
chief pioneer of tliis revolution. 
Thomas Bosworth, who. like the great 
iilighteentb Century printers, combin- 
ed publishing and bookselliug, creat- 
ed by bis action a great fluttering in 
the dovecotes of ruternoster How. ills 
position was uoi altogether a happy 
one; not only was Paternoster Itow 
.irrayed in the fullness id its niighi 
against lilia, but even the hook-buy 
.ng World hcgau to tliluk tley must 
.lave heeii i oni rilniliiig an undue 
guota lo llie (lockels of the book- 
sellers uiid Iho publishers. So far a^ 
oooksellers were concerned any sus

Allhough the univi rsit ies may he 
said lo have called lioiiliscllin(; iiilo 
being in Hie .Middle A(.'es. and Ihe Ue- 
I'ormatlon led to a larf,'e|y increased 
demand for books and painpiiietB, the 
modern system of bookselling aroso 
out of the establishment of Ihe print- 
ing press and Ilio golden age of the 
bookselling business In ICngland was 
the I'^ighteenlh Century, when book- 
selling and publishing were (omhiii- 
eil. During the early years of Hi" 
Sixteenth and SeveiileenHi centuries 
authors and lioolisellers had u pecii- 
liurly had lime, first under Ihe con 
sorship of ihe Star Chamber, wliicb 
was relaxed under Queen iCilKabeth, 
not from any .superior openness of 
mind, but simply because she did 
not caro a farthing rush what the na- 
ture of a liook was, provided it did 
not uphold the views ot her religious 
opponents, and again under the cham- 
pion among censors. Archbishop Laud. 

Of Ihe many eminent lioiiksellers 
of the KiKhleeiiili Cenliiry Andrew 
.Millar was Ihe iiiosi remarkable, A 
Scot who posse^.^ied more knowledge 
of mankind than preli'iisions lo leiirn- 
iiiir, he was for some years associat- 
ed with another Scot, William Stra- 
ban. and in conjunction they produc- 
ed Johnson's Dictionary. Doswell's 
estimate of him as possessing "good 
sense enough to have for his friends 
very able men to give him their opin- 
ion and advice in the purchase of 
copyright" was shrewd and accurate. 
In conseiineni e of this good sense Mil- 
iar gathered tii>;p'ther a business ainl 
connei-Hoii which eiiablod him to 
amass a large fortune. It was m Ills 
liberality lo Iho aiilhors whose works 
he piihlisheil Hiat .lohiison referred 
when he said of hini thai be bad 
"rnisoii the price of literature." A 
Ibousand pounds, which was the sum 
be gave for "Amelia," was a princely 
price even in those days. The coach 
of StraUan, which Johnson describes

The price of this license is Fifty Ceiils an acre per year, and a fee of $lu.(j(i 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during I he year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on e.icii forty acres.

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may bo acquired at any 
time at the rate of $.-..00 an acre for SUPKUlOU MKTALS, and 13.00 an acre

In no 
other walk in life will we meet up with so many different types and 
be able to create so vride a circle of acquaintances. Why not let 
everyone take advantage of this opportunity, and in doing so eradi- 
cate the least traces of a snobbery which at times makes itself evi- 
dent within our walls.

the ordinary college man. We have met with such men and have 
taken pains to avoid a second meeting. 

There are soi ial levels in the Avorld, and while some would have 
us believe that it requires but an equalization of labour and financial 
conditions to have these levels done away with, the solution docs not 
appear as easy as all that. Whatever such a scheme would result in 
is not our preesnt concern, for we wisli to eonfine our remarks to 
people and conditions within the walls of the University. Distine- 
tions of class arc out of place here. We hasten to remark that it is 
not our contention that uc should lowor ouiNelves to the standard 
possessed by the lew undesirables who alwayn manage to creep into 
such a cosmopolitan institution as an educational centre. Uut we 
do mean that there siioidd be a "via media" nloujj: whieli Tom, Dick 
aud Harry may travel in good-fellowship to the coniinou goal of a 
ilegree. If Tom meets Dick or Harry outside the sphere of Univer- 
sity life, then he is perfectly entitled to ignore or cultivate their 
acquaintance a.s he pleases, but where these fellows are working 
in the shadow of the same walls, drinking their common knowledge 
from the same edueationiil fountain, writing the same examinations 
where Tom is a number, aud Dick is a number, and Harry is a num- 
ber, these fellows, we contend, should be to one another, as far as 
social distinctions are concerned, nothing more or less than numbers, 
and at that the same numbers— -each of equal value. 

Socialistic? Xot exactly ; it is merely a plea for a Uttle consider- 
ation. You may have an automobile or an airship or a private valet 
or anything else that you pleasp, hut that doesn't make you any bet- 
ter than the man who sitii across the aisle from you. That same man 
who sits beside you to-day may be in a position, to use a colloquial- 
ism, to sit OM yon. latci- on in life. There is one thing: to be thankful 
for, anil that is that the condition of affairs complained of is not 
general, and that the vast majority of McGill men are of the hail- 
fellow-well-inet class. College i.s the place to make friends. In no 
other walk in life w ill we meet up with so many different types and 
be able to create so ivide a circle of aeqnaintances. Why not let 
everyone take advantage of this opportunity, and in doinp so eradi- 
cate the least traces of a snobbery which at times makes itself evi- 
dent within our walls.

The Canary Inlanda, whiili, today, 
ow.ns to the aetivitien of the (jurman 
HUltmariiu'H In their waters are flgur- 
i inc prominently In the world's news, 
lepits.iii one of those land.s wnose 
history. Carlyie, it Is almost certain, 
course, a question of what ( onstltutes 
biHtory. Canyie, it ia aiuiots certain, 
would not have agreed With such a 
statement, and it is quite certàm that 
the Spaniard from Santaa Cruz de 
Tenerltle or from Las Palmas would 
not aRiee with it. Still, as the world 
i-> i kons lil.story, II is truu enough, 'ihe 
history of the Canary Ulandii "camo 
co an end" when Alonzo do Lugo eum- 
pitted the conquest of Tonerlffe, in 
lili.'i. For ahiiui a hundred years be- 
111, I' that time, however, the atory of 
the islanils had heen stirring enough. 
Ihe first mention ol thorn comes 
ii.ouKh th'' elder i'lmy, who tells 
now the ilomana luarued of their ex- 
istence through Juba, King of Maure- 
tania, and he gives an account of an 
expedition which the King made to 
luo Islands about the year 40 B.C. 

liny talks of "Canarla, Bo-called 
I from th.- nmlt'tii'lc of dogs of Rreal 
nine," and sj > ks of ita palms and 
pine trees; vnilst he mentions also 
Nivaria, probably Teneriffe, iho land 
"covered with clouds." 

Thereafter, the Canarj Islands, 
save that they may" possibly be ti% 
Islea of the Blest of Ptolemy ana 
i lutareh, smk bark, into the un- 
known for over twelve hiniklred 
years. .\rah navlRators. venturing 
lor from the coast of Africa, visited 
them, it Is known. In the Twelfth 
Centi'iry; hut It was not until i;j:i4, 
when a l-'rencli vessel, driven out of 
its courao, came within sight of the 
giant peak of 'ienerlffe, and later of 
the Islands thcmaelviiH, thai they 
were really rediscovered by Uurope.

Ill' II Spain took the matter in hand 
Kiiîin ly di.sregardiug the able ilii uini ] 
of .Mrs. Itei'fim, In whatever form It 
Will' then available. Juan <le la Cerda.

JOHNS HOPKINS ATHLETES. 
One of the most practical plans 
have been evolved at the Medical 
School at Johns Hopkins for the up- 
keep, financiaJiy and apirltually, of 
athletics that have ever been heard. 
A Student Committee te to be ap- 
pointed to investisate the entire ath- 
letic situation, Md to take it la 
eharve. Ther will investigate as to 
the disposal of the funds which hare 
come into the school funds. 'I'hey 
will arrange the different ncheduies 
and make arrangements for the 
games. They will arouse p<'p for the 
games, and stage Immense rallies be- 
fore the games. School spirit Will be 
given a praitlial outlet. 



Probably the most striking bit of 
legislation in Canada since the war 
bescuii was tite authorizing of tbe fa- 
mous police force, known through- 
out the world as tbe Royal North- 
Wesi .Moiuited Police, tor overseas 
war duty. 

In accordance with this, the two 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta were instructed to find provin- 
cial forces of men to take the place 
of this long ruling body, [ 
This ruling ia expected lu atuud, 
but though Saskatchewan has evi- 
dently accepted It, and is mobilizing \ 
a force of law enforcers to take the j 
Mounted Police's plac e, the farther | 
western Province of .Mberta was less i 
liocili'. (Ill Jan. ti a petition signed i 
h.v all the lieaiis of the principal stock ' 
raising and agricultural sucletiea in 
Alberta was wired to the Dominion 
Qovernment, petitioning that the 
Royal North-West Mounted Police be 
not withdrawn from Alberta. As 
this country has a large stretch of 
still frontier country where liquor 
smuggltag still flourishes, the re- 
quest seems to be reasonable. 

The force on January 1, 191(i, ac- 
cording to official figures, numbered 
760 men. Of these, however, between 
60 and 75 will not be available, sit- 
uated as they are in northern regions 
where, at the present season. It would 
require at least two and a half months 
to reacli llK'in. The most noted 
northern post is at llcrachel Island, 
a point on Beaufort Sea, at tlic 
aiouth of the Mackenzie, 2.500 miles 
from the nearest railway at Edmon- 
ton. Other northern points are Ft 
MacPherson, Ft. Smith, all in Mac- 
kenzie Territory, and Port Nelson, 
Fullerton, and several smaller Ue- 
caehments in the Hudson Bay region 
and Yukon Territory, 

Shortly following the Custer mas- 
sacre In 1876, Silting Hull, the Sioux 
lUdian chief, came to Canada with 
some of his hand and attempted to 
stir up an Indian war, using as a 
iiretext some recently passed lepls- 
lallon regarding killliiK wantonly the 
bnffaloi's, whli h were fast disap- 
pi aring. Hut it is on record that 
this chief and his tribesmen were 
approached while thoy sat parleying j 
witli the Indiana by two members of 
the Royal North-West Mounted force 
And these two dauntless officers, by 
the sheer force of their courageous 
morals, conducted Sitting Bull aid 
bis men back to their own country. 

In 1879 food was scarce among the 
Canadian plains Indians. But though 
there was a scarcity of game on the 
Canadian territory, there was plenty, 
of hunting Just across the lino. A; 
tiand of some ,'>00 braves crossed from • 
Canaila. but had only hunted a short | 
lime when a strongly armed force of [ 
l ulled States cavalry from Ft. lien- 
ton rounded them up and escorted 
them back to the border. The com- 
manding officer then sent word by 
messenger to the nearest Mounted 
Police post for a detachment to take 
off his hands the Indians. To his 
amazement, two days later, two 
Mounted Policemen showed up; and 
when the American commanding offi- 
cer asked anxioualy where was the j 
detachment to take care of these 500 | 
Indians. Ihe sergeant replied, "Why,' 
we're the detachment." And such 
was Ihe influence of these men upon 
the Indians that they had no trouble 
with their charges, which a whole 
regiment of cavalrf had been requir- 
c<l to round up. 

In 1R82 the Canadian Pacific sUrt- 
ed building Its transcontinental rail 
way through the West, To cope 
with the tens of thousands of foreiRn 
railway laborers. Ihe force was ralse'd 
to .'■>0(l nun. From then to now It 
has slowly been added to till the 
tone numbers ".Ml men. 

ITobably the principal sirret of 
the rc(l-<oatPd riilers of the plains 
Slice ss ill liandllnK the Indians «iis 
Ihe fac t that the Aloiinti il I'olii e r" 
cognized that the Indians had rights 
in the West, the rights of an owning 
people. This the Mounted Police al- 
ways respected and took into consid- 
eration when ad indicating difficulties 
that arose. Thus was avoided the 
warfare and terrible massacres of 
whites which took place in Quebec, 
in New England, in Ohio, Arizona. 
New Mexico and many other parts 
of the western atates. Had the In- 
dians been granted more tolerance; 
had the Incoming white Hettlers re- 
cognized the Indians' right to consid- 
ération and most careful treatment in 
the above mentioned places, the his- 
tory of the eàrly dayn of North Am- 
erican white iottlmeat might have 
l>een altogether dtttorent.

I'olitics conipriiie the sreaiesi ol 
all games in a dcnioorai y. In no 
oilier departnieiil of peaceful liuiuaii 
ailivily is there so niueli scope foi 
I lie tlispluy of leadership and grnernl 
.slilp. Often in politics, uiilllous are 
under the control of one man. Poll 
ties represent a game in which therp 
Ih u part, and nn interesting part, for 
every hody. Those who decry polit l< f 
In a wholesale, sweeping way lost 
sight of the fact that, in a deinocnicy, 
polities eouslilule a prime essential. 
Wlllioul polilli s tluTi! l aii lie no par 
ly Ki)Vf'riini«'ni ; witliout party gov 
eninii lit llierr i an lie iio effective 
i'Xpres.>:ioil of popular sc lil iincii I . Tlii' 
wise tiling is i!ol II) iiiideiTale or in 
any way belittle polities, linl, un tlie 
contrary, to strive for the improve 
ment of political methods, and fui 
the advancement of political ideals. 
l*olitical activity is wholesome. In 
the I'nited States it is no less every 
body's prlvllejfc than it Is every goot. 
ctizen's duty to take un Inlorest anh 
piny a pan in the game of politics. 

A prominent Western linslness man 
was oiiee upbraided- hy some of his 
associali s for giving so niiieli of bis 
atleiitiou and lime to politleai af- 
fairs. It was lii'ld. by .some of his 
I'rloiids, that politic .■> heeamo the busi 
ncss of politieians. "Not so," said 
the business man referred to. "Poll- 
tics should bo the business of the 
American citizen. If there is any- 
thing wrcng in politics, you, who 
think yourself above politics, and not 
the politieians. are responsihle for it. 
Polities should eonimanil the closest 
and niosi earnest attention of all 
worthy citizens, because polities arc 
the source of power in u republic, 
and If the source he corrupt the Gov 
ernnienl is sure to lie so.' ' 

Thcr(< was aiiollier liiisiness man 
of eiiual proinineiu e ami clear-sight 
edni'ss who, in like einniniHlanees. 
said: "Ves, I like politics, and I'll 
tulf you why; because it is something 
in which 89 per cenL of the inhabi- 
tants of the United States are in- 
terested. Some people take to one 
thing, some to another, but all lake 
to politics. Walk about the street 
and talk to Tom, Dick and Harry. 
Tom will talk shop, Dick will talk 
golf. Harry will talk basehall; yon 
can iiirii any one of Iheni, In u twink- 
ling, to talking politics." 

There is. perhaps, no more ex. 
perieiiccil political ohsi rvi r and cam 
paigner in the riiiteil States than 
Cbauncey M. Depcw, who is promin- 
ently Identified with the New York 
Central Railroad. Me has been In 
the thick of politics for half a cen- 
tury, lie is as deeply interested to- 
day as ever In tlu' greatest of games. 
Speaking In .New York, one evening 
'recently, he tnuehed, elofjuenlly as 
usual, upon what lie called tlio fascin- 
ation of politics in the liesi sense. 
"There is a general ahiise of party 
organization and parly leaders and 
bosses," he said, "lint I he prizes 
are so great in governnieiii, nation- 
al. State, municipal and town, that 
politics will always attract a section 
of the public. This section of the 
public becomes expert and profes- 
sional. They may occasionally drop 
Into ohseurity. but never Into ob- 
livion. We rarely «:onslder that prne- 
tii ally all we care for ami all our op- 
portunllh s fur enloymeiil or for suc- 
t ess ill life arc lic^pcndent upon the 
Gov(;rnincni wiiich we make and con- 
trol." And lie ailded: 

The study of the origin of par- 
ties In our own country and the 
lines upon which they have gen- 
erally divided goes down to the 
very roots of our existence. It 
Illustrates again the rontlnuous 
power of masterful creative gen- 
ius and the grip of the hand of 
statesmanship that cannot be 

loosened. 

Dr. Depcw was alway.-i a popular 
politician, because in the heat of n 
campaign he foiiM lii lieve, and he 

I lillld, .lll'l (iftell (licl. express the lie- 

!ie| that, allhougli llii! other side was 
utterly and hopelessly wrong, yet 
there was a possibility that it might 
be sincere. Also he could make as 
good a speech on election night in 
accepting defeat as he could In an- 
nouncing victory, Like many others 
prominent In political activities In 

lie l'iiit'il States. Ii< '!>l mil, while 
"in I lie harness," hold ici llie convic- 
tion that all good men were Itepulili 
c ans, and all hacl men lieninc rats. In

riie respi'cllve meril.s cif the net 
and discount systems of liookselling 
still have their untiring cliainpions. 
Whose haltle rages wiili varying fcr 
vor. Meanwhile ihe lepreseiilatives 
of an ancient calling are finding il 
increasingly difficult to carry on 
business witliout summoning to their 
aid adventitious wares in order to 
enable them to eke out a precarious 
existeiiee. Pew bookshops, however 
Intelligently organized and adiuinis- 
tered. are able under modern condi- 
tions to subsist upon the sale of 
books ulone. and a man who endea- 
vored I,, set up business wilhoul com 
biuini.' Willi his licmk Iradi' llie sale 
of staiieiiery. and all the iiiciilerii el 
i i ieras iiu hideil in the term, and of 
Hie many trifles di-ar to tlie femin- 
ine and sometimes to the male heart 
would have little chance ot success. 

Some Hiirty y.ars ago tomlilions 
were differeiii Iroiii those which ob- 
tain ill tile iKioli world to-day. l)f 
Hie many changes which have taken 
place in the course of the evolution 
of the trade few can have a greater 
stimulus, for a time at least, to Hie 
,alo of books than the introduction of 
Jie discount system. The pioneer, or 
chief pioneer of this revolution, 
Thoinus Uosworih, who, like tho great 
cCishteonth Century printers, combln- 
ocl pnhlishlng ami bookselling, creat- 
ed hy liis action a great fluttering in 
Hie dovecotes of I'aternoster How-, His 
position was iioi aiicigetiier a happy 
viiu ; not only was I'aiernoster How 
.irrayeci in the fullness ol its nuglu 
against him, hut vM-n tin- liook-huy 
.ng world began to think He y miisi 
aave been cuuiributing an undue 
quota to the pockets of the book- 
.>ellers and the publishers. So far at 
ouokseilers were concerned any sus- 

iciou on this score was without 
-uundation. 

Neither tradition nor history tells 
us what profits the pueis and orators 
jf antiquity made when ibey were 
io fortunate as to induce their liear- 
jrs to buy copies of their works, but

A the great printer-publishers of the 
eighteenth Century In London, Thai

n Oxford, where Ihey evidently mad.j 
an excellent living in eoinpetitlon

oale of booics to Hi.' uiiilcTgrailliaies. 
..ol lluil 111 ' sale of hooks Ici under 
-;racluates is necessarily a paying 

oricern, but unless the "sworn slii 
.lollers" hacl made a success of Hieii 

.raclc> it ia reasonable to suppose thai 
.he pirate booksellers would not havt 
nvacled iheir saered preclncls. 

Different periods iu llie history ol 
.ne book trade have presented theii 
.jartlculnr trouble. One of the dit 
. lenities with which the modern book 
seller' has to contend is the over 
^rowillg number of books procliiced. 
.n addition to Hie steady increase in 
-he output of new books he is face 
M face wilh Innunieraiile reprints, 
.10 cannot possibly stock his shelves 
with even lialf Ihe new books which 
appi'ar. ami he knows thai any at 
.empi Ici tope with Hie mass of re- 
prints Is hopeless. He cannot pile 
dp his shop with books us a well- 
Known second-hand bookseller in Ox 
.orcl Street was wont to do, on whose 
joursiep Mr, Gladstone was often to 
ue seen. Although, it is said, the 
great Minister was never able to 
name a hook whieli this bookseller 
nad not got on hi.s premises, it was 
impossible soiuellmcs to get at the 
book for some days, so many volumes 
iiad first to .be removed. In these 
iiurrled clays people are loo iiiipa- 
iieiil to wall even for a few hours, 
iiuicii b ss days. It Is true that the 
modern bookseller is helped over this 
predicament by the existeiici' of the 
wholesale liook.seller, but the man 
who rinds that he has to turn nwny 
many customers because he does not 
happen to have tho particular book 
ihey ask for will find himself with 
out a business. 

Although the universities may be 
said to have called bookselling Into 
being in the Middle Ages, and the l(c- 
formation led to a largely increased 
demand for books and pamphlets, the; 
modern system of bookscdiing arose 
out of the establishment of Hie print- 
ing press and tlio golden age of Hie 
bookselling busiiic-ss in Kngland was 
ihe ICighteenlh Century, when book- 
selling and publishing weri> combin- 
ed. During the early years of the 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth centuries 
authors and booksellers had a pecu- 
liarly bad lime, first under the cen- 
sorship of the Star Chamber, which 
was relaxed under Queen Kllzabeth, 
not from any superior openness of 
mind, but siraply because she did 
not care a farthing rush what the na- 
ture of a hojik was, provided it clhl 
not uphold Hie views of her religions 
opponents, and again under the cham- 
pion among consors. Archbishop Laud. 

Of the many (eminent booksellers 
of the Kighteenth Century Andrew 
Millar was the most remarkable. A 
Scot who possessed more knowledge 
of mankind than pretensions to learn- 
ing, he was for some years associat- 
ed with another Scot, William Stra- 
lian, and in conjunction they produc- 
ed Johnson's Dictionary. Iloswell's 
estimate of him as possessing "good 
sense enough to have for his friends 
very able men to give him their opin- 
ion and advice in the purchase of 
copyright" was shrewd and acc urate. 
In consequence of Hils good sconse Mil- 
lar gathered together a business and 
connection which enabled him to 
amass a large fortune. It was to his 
liberality to the authors whose works 
he published that Johnson referred 
when he said of him that he had 
"raised the price of literature." A 
thousand pounds, which was the sum 
he gave for "Amelia." was a princely 
prices even in those days. The eoach 
of Strahan, which Johnson describes 
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Campaign by Alomni Association 
to Beach 40,000 Graduates. 



A campaign lor a permanent en- 
dowment fund of $10,000,000 for Har- 
vard University, has been launched 
by the Harvard Endowment Fund 
Committee of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, under the chairmanship of 
Thomas AV. Lament, '92, of the firm 
of .1. p. Morgan and Ci). The cam- 
paign, designed to iillimately reach 
practically all of the 40,000 Harvard 
men, is undoubtedly the largest ever 
undertaken hy an educational insti- 
tution. 

The iinmediale object of the eam- 
palgn is to raise funds to meet tlie 
pressing needs of the- univc rsily in 
the form of inadiciuate salaries and a 
lack of funds for the maiiitenanc-c of 
Hie large and expensive ecpiipmenl. 

Il is the further aim of the com- 
mittee to secure sufficient funds to 
enable Harvard to maintain its posi- 
tion as an institution of higher edu- 
cation. While no time limit has been 
set for obtaining the funds, it is 
hoped that a considerable part of 
thu total endowment will be raised 
by nest commencement. 

The vote of. the Harvard Alumni 
Association, later approved by tho 
corporation, credthig the Harvard 
.■;nclownienl Fund Committee, provid- 
ed thai the contributions to the fund 
should be- held perpetually in trust, 
ami the in-:uiiie to be used largely 
.or Hie general expenses of thcî uni 
versily at the discrétion of the I'rusl 
lent and Fellows of Harvard Col 
lege. 

This c nclowiiiciit fluid is iicil ex 
peeled to interfere with or nupersede 
;n any way, whatsoever, the existing 
custom of each class making a gif 
)f 1100,000 to the university on its 
:wenty-firth anniversary . This i-us 
.0111 was inaugurated by the class o' 
1871», which gave $100,000 toward the 
construction of the Stadium in HUM 

.\ widespread, demoeratic- appeal lo 
Harvard men and their friends 
Jiroiigh a représentai i VI! coniiniHee of 
he alumni is somewhat of an iiino 
atioii for securing funds for Har- 
vard. In till! past considerable de- 
)eiic|eiice has been placed on the 
c'onlrlbulions of a few persons. For 
.nstnnce, half of the $2,000,000 raised 
'or the Teachers' Kndowment Fund 
n 190S was contributed by n score of 
liersons. While the exact details o 
(he campaign are not definitely 
iiiown. it is apparent that the appeal 
iviU be iiiiich wider, particularly 
imong the graduates, than has been 
customary iu the past. 



4S "tt croditt to literature," was Hie 
.jroduct ot sue cessfiil literary veil- 
.ures such as Gibbon's "Decline and 
.''all, " which had been refused in 
.nany i|uarters, Jlobertson's and 
Hume's llisloriea and Cook's "Voy- 
.gi s," Nol many years ago the con- 
troversy which arose out of his ac- 
icm as literary executor of Hume was 
ecalled by Hic> letters which passed 
■leiwccn him ami Hume. 

These traders of the Eighteenth 
Century were soraotti^ng more than 
publisher-booksellers; as bankers and 
tonfidentlai agents they were brought 
.nto Intimate relationship with many 
A-ell known figures of the day. Among 
.he habitues of Slrahan's house were 
.homas Somerville. Uenjamin frank- 
lin, Hume and .Mrs. Thrale, and Ihe 
.eadiiig literary men of the- time: 
.■ongrcgated in the housi!s of these 
^reat booksellers, as did those of the 
.-arlier years of the .\iiieic>enth Cen- 
tury ill Albermarlo Street, when book- 
.idling and pubilsbing had become 
.iivnrced. With this great band of 
jooksellers the Stran|d Is intimately 
associated. There, within a stone's 
throw of St. Clement Danes and of a 
well known modern firm of book- 
.-lellers, stood Andrew .Millard's bouse 
of business, while hard by In Wych 
Street, SIrand, was the Shakespeare 
I'avern where the intermediaries be- 
tween the hook lover and the shelves 
he wished to fill forgathered at fre- 
ipieiit intervals. These gatherings at 
Iheir social club in the Shakespeare 
lavern formed a much closer bond 
of intercourse than the modern an- 
nual trade' dinner -which has supplaut- 
ed them.
